The strikers had
peen disorderly mll dag, und st nlght began 1o as
samble In great numbers,  When the gendarmes at-
tempted to disperse them, they et with strong re-
slstunce. In the mob of strikers wWere o number
of Women, who encouraged the men to give battle 1o
the polies, spurred on by thess women, the strikers
fought desporately when the gendarnes sttempted to
drive them from the street.  Clubs and stones wore
greoly used, and there Was s prospoct of the mob get-
ting the upper bhand of the gendormes when the or-
der wus given for the latter 10 draw thelr swords and
charge the crowd. The order was at once obeyed,
apd the meb broke and scattered In every direction,
purling stomes and othier missiles ns they rmn. After
the rinteras were dlspersed it was found that one of
the women had been killed, and that three men were
padiy Wonnded. The wouaded were removed to s
hospita), and the bidy of the woman taken to the
morgue.  The &falr  has cansed grest excitement,
and further wouble Is apprehended,

Tha rioters, numbering hundreds, at
tacked the workers and severely Injured mony of them.
The pollee were promptly ot the scene, but they were
powerless to handle the mob. The strikers, alded
by the usnal erowd of loafers and vagubonds, turned
on the police, and though the Jutter were armoed they
were put to flight. Two police captains: were badly
wounfded. The entire portion of the ety In which
the disturbances ocenrred wus In an uproar.  The
sirikers, after the retreat of the police, took posses
glon of the dquarter, and acted In a disgraceful
manner,

The civil anthoritles, finding that the riot was grow-
ing worse, called upon the military for ald.  Unider
orders from the contral anthority, the troops wyre
ready to render assistance whenever cildled upon and
o detnchment of cavalry waus ordered (o disperse the
mab.  They at once proceeded to the seene of the
rioting, and upon the order to disperse Lolng greeted
with derlsive yells, they charged the mob.  The litter
fied precipitately when they saw tie cavalrymen vid
ing with drawn swords upon them and sought refuge in
hous and nlleyways. Not all escaped, however,
gome of the less fleet of foot were knocked down and
trampled upon by the horses, while others were
struck by swords apd badly hurt,
